Meatcutters Local 88, a spokes- ' 


man for the chains announced. 

Stores operated by A. Moll 
Grocer Co., Schnuck Markets 
and Rapp’s Super Markets 
opened today and other chain 
stores are expected to be in 
operation Monday. The prob- 
lem of restocking stores of the 
larger chains will prevent re- 
opening of all of them before 
Tuesday, however. A total of 
150 stores were closed by the 
work stoppage. 

The settlement, which still 
must be ratified by the mem- 
bership of Local 88, was 
reached shortly before 2:30 
a.m. today following a second 
successive night negotiation 
session in which a committee 
of the Food Council of Greater 
St. Louis, a union group, par- 


ticipated. 
Details Not Disclosed. 
Details of the settlement, 


described only as a compromise, 
were not made public. The pro- 
posed new contract will be 
presented to the 600 affected 
union meat cutters at a series 
of meetings tomorrow at St. 
Louis House, 2345 Lafayette 
avenue. The meetings were 
called for 9:30 a.m., 10:30 a.m. 
and 1:30 p.m. 

Members of the Retail Food 
Industry Committee spent most 
of yesterday discussing modi- 
fied union demands which had 
been presented to them Thurs- 
day night by the Food Council 
committee, acting as an inter- 
mediary in the dispute. All 
6000 store employes put out of 
work by the dispute are repre- 
sented in the Food Council. 

Management and the union 
committee went back into ses- 
sion late yesterday at the Park 
Plaza Hotel and a half hour 
later it was announced that the 
Schnuck and Moll firms had 
been released from their obli- 
gation to the bargaining group.

Head 
meat cutters in self-service 
stores with 12 or more em- 
ployes were offered a $15 in- 
crease the first year. 

All women meat wrappers 
were offered a $6 weekly in- 
crease for the first year and 
$3 the second.

Town Near Tremor’s Center Destroyed | 


—Tents, Food and Medicine 
Being Rushed to Area. 


TEHRAN, Dec. 14 (AP) — 
The Ministry of Post and Tele- 
graph reported today an entire 
village was destroyed by the 
earthquake that rocked west- 
ern Iran yesterday and _ its 
1100 inhabitants are  con- 
sidered dead. The ministry 
said the over-all death total in 
the quake area was 1287. 

The village of Farsang, re- 
ferred to in the ministry's re- 


| port, is not far from the cen- 
| ter of the quake. 


Earlier, a 
newspaper correspondent had 
reported 500 persons perished 
there. 

The ministry’s report said 
210 bodies had been recovered 
from the Farsang ruins and 
that the rest of the populace 
was reported still buried “and 
therefore considered dead.”

Medaris said North Amer- | 
ican Aviation has a rocket en- 
gine of high thrust in the en- 
gineering stage. He said, how- 
ever, this project isn’t being 
pushed because ko one 
prove it would be essential for 
any missile project now in the 
works. 


‘Coasting Along.’ 

“It should be developed on 
a crash basis but it is coasting 
along,”’ he said. 

Unless this country develops 
an engine with ‘1,000,000 
pounds thrust by 1961 we will 
not be in the race,” he added. 

Medaris said that in the 
summer of 1956 a committee 
he headed made the specific 
that develop- 
ment begin on a rocket ermgine 
of 220,000 pounds thrust. 


He said this was ‘not as 
forward looking as it should 
have been, but it was as much 
as we thought we might get 
away with.” He added that the 
recommendation was’ turned 
down in the Defense Depart- 
ment. 


Johnson asked if that decis- 


ion wasn’t against American 
security interests. 
“It will impede future pro- 


grams,” Medaris replied. ‘This 


is one thing that has got to 
be changed.” 
Such developments ought 


not to wait until proof of the 
need for such an engine is 
apparent, Medaris said. 

“If you wait until the time 
when you can envision the final 
product, break it down into 
pieces and test each one, you 
are going to be behind and you 


are always going to be _ be- 
hind,” he said. 
Medaris said the Army of- 


fered more than two years ago 
to launch an instrumented sci- 
entific satellite. He did not say | 
how soon the Army had been 
prepared to put up a baby

Pine Lawn’s Reply 
To the Mditor of the Post-Dispatch: 


This is in repiy to a letter pub- 
lished last Saturday over the sig- 
nature of James E. Cronin and 
which you titled “An Idea for Pine 
Lawn.” 

Mr. Cronin complained about the 
traffic bottleneck on Natural Bridge 
between 4 and 6 o'clock every eve- 
ning, and called attention to your 
editorial campaign of last year in 
which you attempted to get the co- 
operation of all the cities adjoin- 
ing Natural Bridge forbidding on- 
street parking in the evening rush. 

We are certainly in accord with 
any reasonable means to move traf- 
fic on Natural Bridge, and all other 
streets. We do want to mention 
here, however, two points on which 
we believe Mr. Cronin errs. 


The first is that there is no uni- 
form policy as to prohibiting park- 
ing in these hours along Natural 
Bridge, even in the City of St. 
Louis where parking is permitted 
between Union boulevard and Belt 
avenue during the hours mentioned. 

The second is that it is not park- 
ing in the Pine Lawn business dis- 
trict, but rather an adamant policy 
on the part of the State Highway 
Department in continuing operation 
of an electric signal during these 
hours that causes this congestion. 

This signal, at Sylvan avenue and 
Natural Bridge, is so badly timed 
that it backs traffic five blocks 
through the Pine Lawn business 
district during the evening rush 
hours. This signal was established 
to protect school children, and its 
use after 4 p.m. is indefensible. 


We don’t like this congestion any 
more than does Mr. Cronin. We 
would appreciate his help and 
yours in persuading the Highway 
Department to correct what is a 
bad situation. Mr. Cronin appar- 
ently lives in Ferguson and must 
travel Natural Bridge past the 
Lucas and Hunt intersection. 

Time, studies show that it takes 
from three to four times as much 
time to get through this intersec- 
tion as it does to travel through 
the four blocks of Pine Lawn. 

We hope Mr. Cronin and others 
will be patient in awaiting comple- 
tion of the Mark Twain Express- 
way, which certainly will allow 
through traffic between downtown 
and the outlying communities to 
move more rapidly than now.

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The City’s Tight Money 


The earnings tax resolution adopted by the 
Board of Aldermen on Mayor Tucker's recom- 
mendation represents a commendable start to- 
ward fairly and realistically raising the new 
revenue St. Louis must have. But it is only a 
start. By itself it will not produce a nickel’s 
worth of new revenue. 

Certainly over the long run, the earnings tax 
rise toward which the aldermanic resolution is 
directed could do a great deal to alleviate the 
city’s financial strain. Increasing this tax, how- 
ever, is beyond the power of the Aldermen. 
Their resolution merely petitions Gov. Blair to 
place the question on the agenda for next 
month's special session of the Legislature. 

Assuming that the Legislature agrees to give 
the city the go-ahead, the earnings tax proposal 
still would have to be submitted to the people 
in the form of a Charter amendment. This would 
require a three-fifths favorable majority. If 
the Legislature were to act quickly, it is pos- 
sible the matter could be submitted in the 
spring. The proposal probably would be for a 
rise from '2 to % of one per cent. 

In the meantime, though, the Aldermen are 
face-to-face with the unpleasant realities of 
municipal financing. Those realities indicate 
that no new major appropriations can be made 
for the remainder of this fiscal year—that is, 
through next April—without a compensating tax 
bill. 

Since the Aldermen have voted overwhelm- 
ingly to raise the salaries of the city’s 8700 em- 
ployes, they now are under an obligation to fi- 
nance that appropriation. Undoubtedly the 
Mayor will veto the appropriation if financing 
is not in sight. 


The pay rise measure would cost $1,800,000 
over a full year. Since it would be in effect 
for only about a quarter, the bill this year 
would come to about $450,000. 

If the earnings tax enabling act fails to get 
through the Legislature, or if it passes in Jef- 
ferson City and suffers a defeat at the polls 
here, the Aldermen and the city will be in a real 
jam. For in the fiscal year beginning next 
April the city will require some $4,200,000 in 
new revenue if services are not to be cut. That 
sum includes the employes’ pending pay rise 
proposal. 

The city—that is, the Aldermen—enjoys tax- 
ing power in only three general fields, and of 
these, only two are immediately available. They 
are property taxes and excise ‘or license) taxes. 
The earnings tax is the third. 

Property is a principal source of municipal 
revenue and it bears some relationship to abil- 
ity to pay. Since the property levy in St. Louis 
is still 11 cents below the statutory ceiling, that 
source has by no means been exhausted as a 
producer. 

If the earnings tax is not available, real prop- 
erty certainly should be the first source to be 
tapped. Wild ideas for soaking the utilities by 
increasing their license taxes are impracticable, 
since they are of doubtful validity and would 
be immediately challenged. A court challenge 
would dry up this source until the matter was 
disposed of. 

The Aldermen have taken the first step to- 
ward increasing the earnings tax, but there are 
many hurdles ahead. Until each has been 
cleared, the city’s financial] future will continue 
to be anything but bright. 
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Voice of Authority 

Although football's bowl games—the biggest 
events of the season for sun-drenched drum- 
majorettes—are still to be played, collegiate 
basketballers are getting into action. And al- 
ready the press associations have named the 
season’s 10 best teams in the exact order of their 
glory. Of course, the final list of the 10 best 
football teams will not be available until the 
New Year’s Day games are lost and won.

This seems a sad display of inefficiency. If 
the list-makers can rank “the first 10” before 
they have played a game—let alone played each 
other—why let schoolboy players mess up the 
listings—and sometimes themselves—by getting 
into uniform? 

As it is, there are enough scoffers who want 
to know how Auburn or North Carolina can be 
rated above Notre Dame or Kansas State when 
these teams are not pitted against each other. 
Why make matters worse by arming these critics 
with comparative scores and other items of 
sports bookkeeping? Why not give the boys 
their scholarships without letting them mock 
omniscience? It’s undignified. 

If the original listing were solemnly announced 
as the first, last and only one, the players would 
be spared much time and energy. Scoffers 
would be silenced. And the voice of authority 
would prevail in the land. 
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Illinois Attacks Pollution 


Illinois is taking an unprecedented step to 
stop the pollution of streams by property-own- 
ers.. Its Sanitary Water Board has asked the 


“attorney general to obtain injunctions against 


property owners in the unincorporated commu- 
nity of West Kankakee, and at Joliet, who are 
dumping raw sewage into streams. 

The greater initiative which Illinois is show- 
ing in its attack on polluted waters is a standing 
rebuke to Missouri for doing less well. At the 
Same time it is a bit of handwriting on the wall 
to us in this state. 

It is a warning to us that we would better be 
emulating the new alertness of our sister state 
rather than continuing in the lethargy which 
has too long been the prevailing attitude in most 
of the nation. The time is fast coming when 
filth can no longer be tolerated in our running 
Streams. Drastic measures may be called for. 
The most fortunate communities will be those 
Which have been solving the problem as they 
went along instead of waiting to collide with it 
uncomfortably head-on. 
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lo Get Better Science Teachers 

Expansion of its program of summer institutes 
for teachers of science and mathematics has been 
announced by the National Science Foundation, 
a federally-supported agency. This is a practical 
approach to the problem of better instruction 
in these fields, New teachers to meet the dem- 
onstrated shortcomings—especially in the high 
schools—cannot be trained as quickly as a radio 
panel can call for them. But it is possible to im- 
prove rather quickly the quality of the courses 
being offered by those now in the field. 


For this purpose, the Academy has arranged 


for special summer institutes at 104 colleges and 
universities, with several of these holding more 
than one session. These will be attended by 5000 
high school teachers and 250 college instructors 
who want to learn about the most recent ad- 
vances in their fields. Each will receive a living 
allowance from the Academy, and it will pay his 
tuition. A total of $5,340,000 will be paid to the

participating schools. The total appropriation of 
$9,500,000 will be money wisely spent. 

Another possibility which seems worth consid- 
eration is the establishment of summer institutes 
in teaching methods for industrial scientists who 
might be available a few hours a week to con- 
duct courses in high schools which are finding 
it difficult to recruit regular teachers. 
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Boomerang Hits Sukarno 

President Sukarno’s announcement that he 
must gc abroad for a rest right when Indonesta 
is in the midst of violent unrest shows that his 
plan to ease domestic tensions by stirring up 
trouble with the Dutch over West New Guinea 
has failed. 

His country probably is in worse shape now 
than it has been since the Dutch granted it inde- 
pendence in December 1949. Instead of trying 
to solve his problems with the aid of his cabinet 
and the various leaders on the major islands, 
Sukarno chose to work up a false issue in the 
hope that it would divert criticism from him 
and fan it into a united campaign against the 
Dutch. Had he granted Sumatra and some of 
the other provinces more autonomy, the crisis 
might never have developed. 

Uninformed as the masses are in this sixth 
largest nation which sprawls over 2000 islands 
and is populated by 80,000,000 people, they must 
have known that the West New Guinea issue 
would not give them food or jobs. The island is 
largely a jungie and its inhabitants live in what 
is a stone-age culture. But it did offer the oppor- 
tunity for Sukarno to make a dramatic move 
that would appeal to Indonesian nationalism. 

The native Communists now stand to gain the 
most out of the present disheartening situation. 
In recent eciections in Java, the most economi- 
cally depressed of the islands, the Communist 
party gained heavily. This alarmed the Moslem 
party and other groups in the islands where 
conditions were much better. These groups have 
pointed*to Sukarno’s visits to Red China and 
Soviet Russia last year and asked whether what 
he called his “guided democracy” did not bear 
too close a resemblance to Communism. 


With the Indonesian and Dutch press either 
shut down or so heavily censored that little in- 
formation is available, rumors are rife and just 
what is happening from day to day is delayed in 
the telling. It is known that the Speaker of 
Parliament, Sartone, will be acting president 
during Sukarno’s absence. The whereabouts of 
the once popular Hatta, who was Vice President 
but broke with Sukarno and departed months 
ago, is not known. Long a friend of the West, 
Hatta is regarded in Europe as a man who could 
give the leadership that is now needed. 

Indonesia is a veritable treasure house of oil, 
rubber and tin unsurpassed in Southeast Asia. 
Given the right government, the republic could 
be restored to progress and democracy, 
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Wind Off the Highland Heather 


Representatives of the British War Office at 
the NATO conference in Paris are pretty sure 
to wear preoccupied frowns; and they may be a 
little slow in responding to greetings and such- 
like amenities. They will have something on 
their minds other than the number of troops to 
be kept in Germany. 

It will be the unabating storm stirred up by 
merging the Highland Light Infantry, a kilt- 
wearing outfit, and the Royal Scots Fusiliers, 
addicted to trews—tighter trousers than an 
American ever wore. Since the Fusiliers were 
formed in 1678 and the Highlanders in 1777, and 
since winter is coming in anyway, the War Of- 
fice directed that the merged regiment wear 
trews. But apparently it is no use to tell a High- 
lander “,.. and that’s an order.” 


London desk-soldiers, once inclined to dis- 
count Wallace and Robert the Bruce, and who 
felt that Bannockburn had been a bit exag- 
gerated, think so no longer. They now wish that 
one of the old Percys, the Lords Protectors of 
the North, were still around. They now fully 
understand why Hadrian built his wall to keep 
the Scots out of Britain, and why a centurion 
sent to defend it felt like a Russian in Siberia. 

A wind, however, could not blow out of Scot- 
land to no purpose. That would be waste. And 
this one has brought an official answer to the 
question the Scots never answer. Charles F. 
Gentry, kilt-maker extraordinary, inflamed by 
the battle royal, has blurted out: “A man wears 
nothing under the kilt. Soldiers are not allowed 
to wear anything under the kilt.” 

More of the Scots’ economy, no doubt. But 
they are nice people, and we hope they give 
warmth and comfort a trial. 
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Rivalry in Space Weapons Too? 

In a directive issued last Tuesday the Air 
Force created what it calls a directorate of as- 
tronautics for itself. The Air Force, every bit 
as jealous as either Army or Navy of what it 
considers its rights and prerogatives, was not let- 
ting any grass grow under its feet. 

But in what appears to be its haste to shake 
out claims in the advanced field of space ships, 
reconnaissance platforms, moon rockets and 
anti-missile-missiles, the Air Force could sow the 
seeds of further service squabbles. Both the 
Air Force and the Army have given evidence 
from time to time of being in a contest to see 
which service will get control: over the anti- 
missile-missile. 


Civilian scientists as well as high ranking mili- 
tary personnel have expressed the opinion that 
the anti-missile-missile should be able to counter, 
or at least reduce, the impending day of the in- 
tercontinental ballistic missile. 

Service rivalries have in some instances seri- 
ously hurt the nation’s defense efforts. There 
is no place for them any longer. Deputy Secre- 
tary of Defense Donald Quarles, in his haste to 
depart for the NATO conference in Paris, had 
time only to say that he had asked the Air 
Force to delay establishing its directorate of 
astronautics. 


Although the Air Force asserts that its direc- 
torate would not conflict with the Defense 
Department’s new Advance Research Projects 
Agency, is this really sufficient assurance? The 
ARPA, whicn is due to be set up before Janu- 
ary, is intended to provide over-all “single man- 
agement” of the Pentagon's space weapons pro- 
grams. By definition it would seem to cover the 
same field as would the Air Force's directorate. 

If such a condition were allowed to exist why 
would it not give rise to the same confusion and 
rivalry that have interfered with the overall 
missile program of the Defense Department? 
Mr. Quarles has acted wisely in at least taking 
a preliminary step to avoid such a possibility. 
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Hoodlum Tony Giardano, pooh-poohing the 
idea that war brews on the vending machine 
front, says Hoodlum Buster Wortman is his 
friend and he knows the feeling is mutual. So 
maybe where the trouble is really going to come 
from is all this muscling in on the Damon and 
Pythias racket,

Regrowing Forests in Missouri

Looking back over the past 20 years, 
all of us Missourians can see almost 
startling progress toward the twin 
goals of protecting all our forests from 
fires and managing all timber lands 
so that we have forests instead of 
scraggly scrub. For two decades ago, 
only a few uncertain steps had been 
taken for protection and improvement 
of our forest lands, and there was a 
long road ahead. 


We've gotten far on that road—but 
we haven't reached that goal yet. 

Let’s see how far we've advanced 
through the efforts of many. About 
11,000,000 of the 15,000,000 forest 
acres in the state have now been 
brought under the protection of or- 
ganized fire control, with roughly 
9,000,000 acres protected by the Con- 
servation Commission and 2,000,000 
by the Federal Government on United 
States Forest Service lands. But— 
that leaves a lot of unprotected area 
still—4,000,000 acres of it. 

Many private citizens and organiza- 
tions have also seen the need to im- 
prove our forest lands. Tree planting 
has steadily increased over the past 
two decades, to the point where last 
year more than 3,000,000 trees were 
planted by 2000 private landowners. 

The Legislature has put into law 
the State Forestry Act, under which 
535 landowners have classified 330,000 
acres as dedicated to good forest man- 
agement. Technical assistance, 
through 12 Commission farm foresters 
working in 50 counties, is available to 
landowners for the improvement of 
their timber stands. 


If the Race Is to Be Won 


Forest researchers at the University 
of Missouri and at federal experimen- 
tal centers have dug up many new 
facts about trees and the things which 
influence their growth. And a School 
of Forestry has been established. 

Yes, some healthy strides have been 
taken, but we still haven’t won the 
race. And it takes a lot of arboreal 
years to regain trees lost to fires or 
indiscriminate logging, the kind of 
logging that took place in Missouri 
about the turn of the century. 

A forest fire, in a matter of hours 
or days, can undo all the efforts of 
man and nature for years past and 
for years to come. And all that de- 
struction can come from simple care- 
lessness or minor maliciousness. 

Now about those 4,000,000 acres of 
forest land not under organized fire 
control: about half of them are in 
small scattered tracts which would 
help cut the job down to size and make 
it easier to handle. But the other 
2,000,000 acres are miles and miles of 
trees, more or less branch-to-branch, 
where a fire lays waste to thousands of 
acres before it can be stopped. To pro- 
tect them means fire towers, organized 
fire fighters, good equipment. But the 
9,000,000 acres now under protection 
need more intensive work. 


Forests Valuable to All 


That takes money, more than we 
now have. _ | 

Where does the present money come 
from? As you know, both forestry and 
wildlife management are functions of 
the Conservation Commission. Most of 
the funds on which the Commission 
operates comes from the sale of hunt- 
ing and fishing permits. Thus, last 
year 47 per cent of the money spent 
by the forestry division came direct 
from Commission funds, the Federal 
Government contributed 25 per cent 
and the Legislature appropriated 28 
per cent. A third of the money ap- 
propriated by the Legislature went to 
counties for forest crop lands. 

You might say that the hunter and 
fisherman should carry a heavy load 
in- supporting good forests because

they’re the ones who enjoy the woods 
and the streams. And the hunter and 
fisherman are carrying the biggest 


oad. 

Should they carry any more? Good 
forests not only benefit sportsmen, but 
every citizen of the state. 

Wooded watersheds protect the soil 
and protect streams. Trees slow down 
the rush of water from a pelting rain 
and hold the soil. The slow-down 
helps the farmer keep his topsoil on 
the field where it belongs. The wood- 
lots which help him keep his topsoil 
can make him extra money. 

A slower run-off also means more 
of the rainfall soaks into the earth, 
recharging the underground water 
table. A large number, perhaps most, 
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of the towns and cities in the state 
pump underground water for their 
municipal supply. So, it’s to their 
advantage also to keep as much rain- 
fall soaking into the land as possible. 
Cities attempting to attract industry 
find that one of the first things a 
prospective plant wants is an ade- 
quate supply of water. 

Another business which is expand- 
ing rapidly, and is being pushed by 
individuals, organizations and state 
agencies, is the tourist “industry.” It’s 
estimated that many millions of dol- 
lars each year are spentin Missouri by 
tourists. Good forests attract tourists 
in two ways: they help keep the 
streams and lakes clear, as mentioned 
before, and they provide beautiful 
scenery for which Missouri is famous. 

The most obvious financial reward 
comes from forest products, such as 
lumber, ties, staves, posts, fuel, mine 
timbers and, of increasing importance, 
paper and wood fiber products. How- 
ever, forest products industries locate 
their plants in states which have a 
high forest-growth potential. 


The Public and Its Trees 


We have a forest industry right now, 
mostly in the low-income counties 
that need it most. But the time can 
come when far more such industry 
will be attracted to areas of the state. 
Timber products mean more jobs for 
more people who will spend more 
money with other people. 

Perhaps the one greatest block on 
the road to better forests faster is the 
attitude of the general public. Not 
that most people are against having 
more and better trees; it just doesn’t 
make enough difference to them. 

If the Federal Government and the 
state government would each match 
the amount that the sportsman sup- 
plies from his hunting and fishing 
permit—that would do it! That would 
give the necessary assistance to all 
landowners who want their forests 
protected; it would provide more farm 
foresters to help timber owners out- 
side the present already-strained dis- 
tricts; it would allow the findings of 
research organizations. 

What we need is enough money to 
let our foresters help our people help 
themselves — for timber economy, 
game, fish, water, recreation and a 
better, more beautiful land.

New Promised Land 


STRANGERS IN THE VALLEY, by 
Ellen Bromfield Geld. (Dodd, Mead, 
229 pegs., $4.) 

American farmers with a flair for 
adventure and made of good pioneer 
stock have been moving into the fast- 
nesses of Brazil since the close of the 
Civil War. Many of the descendants 
of this early group—men and women 
who did not want to remain in the 
South after the Northern victory— 
can easily be spotted today in the in- 
terior reaches of Brazil, speaking a 
combination of English and Portu- 
guese. 

More recently, a new wave of 
Americans has been emigrating to 
Brazil’s vast heartland to help carve 
out of dense wilderness a new prom- 
ised land of lush farm couatry and 
rich, sprawling prairie ranges. The 
stories of these American pioneer- 
adventurers have now been told in the 
accounts of three women writers who, 


with their husbands, have been creat- . 


ing new homes in the Brazilian wilder- 
ness.

First came the American woman for- 
eign correspondent, Virginia Prewett, 
and the experiences she and her hus- 
band are sharing on their fazenda 
deep in the Mato Grosso. Then Joan 
Lowell, a former New York newspaper- 
woman, wrote of the life she and her 
adventure-seeking husband have carved 
for themselves in Brazil’s plateau-land 
state of Goiaz. 


Now, a third woman writer, Ellen 
Bromfield Geld—with a noted maiden 
name—nhas recréated for American 
readers the struggle for survival she 
and her family have beer waging in 
developing a rundown Brazilian fazen- 
da of enormous size into a Brazilian 
Malabar. 


“Strangers in the Valley” is the 
story of a-valiant struggle which is 
still far from over. The job that the 
Gelds set for themselves in restoring 
to productivity worn out soil and 
crumbling farm structures was im- 
mense. For years, the pair—with the 
young son they brought with them 
and now a daughter born in Sao 
Paulo—fought against grasses and 
weeds which threatened to choke and 
engulf them, ants, a variety of bugs 
and scorpions, drought, deluges and 
little support or help. Eventually, 
they were joined by delightful Italian 
immigrants with a will to work. And 
gradually a Malabar in Brazil has 
emerged out of all sorts of dire pre-

UAW ACTIVITIES 
UNDER INQUIRY 
SENATOR SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP) 
—Senator Karl E. Mundt (Rep.), 


South Dakota, said today the. 


Senate rackets investigating 
committee is exploring “reports 
of many improper activities” 
by the United Auto Workers 
Union. 

Mundt said the committee's 
investigation of violence in the 
still unsettled four-year strike 
by the UAW against the Koh- 
ler Co. of Wisconsin “is only 
one facet of our investigation.” 
He declined to be more spe- 
cific at this time. 

The UAW is headed by Wal- 
ter Reuther. 

Mundt is a member of the 
investigating committee. He 
made his statement to a re- 
porter in rejecting charges ex- 
pressed by the AFL-CIO in a 
resolution accusing the commit- 
tee of bias on the side of man- 
agement. 

Labor Charges Harassment. 

The resolution, adopted by 
the AFL-CIO Thursday at its 
convention in Atlantic City, 
contended the hearings have 
been used to harass unions and 
to promote anti-labor legisia- 
tion. The resolution also al- 
leged that the committee, 
headed by Senator John L. Mc- 
Clellan (Dem.), Arkansas, has 
not shown as much “enthusi- 
asm and determination to ex- 
pose wrongdoing of manage- 
ment.” 

Senator Car! T. Curtis (Rep.). 
Nebraska, another member of 
the committee, also voiced a 
sharp rejection of the resolu- 
tion’s allegations in a separate 
interview. 

Both Senators defended the 
work of committee counsel 
John McGovern, directing the 
Detroit phase of inquiry into 
the UAW’s _§ affairs. Emil 
Mazey, UAW secretary-treasur- 
er, told the AFL-CIO conven- 
tion in a speech he considered 
McGovern is “a jerk.” Mc- 
Govern had said he was “as- 
tounded” by some things found 
by his staff investigators. 

The AFL-CIO resolution sin- 


gled out Mundt, Curtis and 
Senator Barry Goldwater 
‘Rep.), Arizona, another mem- 


ber of the eight-man bipartisan 
committee for criticism. 
‘Many Reports’ on UAW. 

Said Mundt: 

“If the resolution criticizing 
Goldwater, Curtis end Mundt is 
based on the fact that we be- 
lieve the affairs and activities 
of the UAW should we given 
the same thorough and careful 
investigation being devoted to 
the Teamsters union, the AFL- 
CIO is right. We share that 
conviction, but we believe the 
AFL-CIO is wrong if it believes 
the other members of the com- 
mittee do not have the same 
concept. 

“We have had many reports 
of improper activities on the 
part of the UAW, and the only 
way to affirm or invalidate 
such reports is to conduct an 


objective investigation, which 
is precisely what we propose 
to do.” 


Mazey should make specific 
charges and back them up with 
some evidence, Mundt said, if 
he knows of wrongdoing by 
employers that the committee 
has authority to investigate. He 
said the committee would in- 
vestigate any such cases as 
fairly as it investswates union 
people. Mundt pointed to hear- 
ings in which some employers 
have occupied the witness 
chair. 

Curtis Tired of ‘Slander.’ 

Curtis said he is “tired of 
hearing a handful of union 
Jeaders slander and malign our 
committee by wrongfully 
charging that we are the tools 
of management in a one-sided 
investigation.”

TASS SAYS OUTER MONGOLIA 
QUAKE WAS CATASTROPHIC 


MOSCOW, Dec. 14 (AP) — 
The Soviet Tass agency re- 
ported yesterday that the earth- 
quake in Outer Mongolia last 
week was catastrophic, with 
landslides still continuing. It 
did not estimate casualties. 

The Tass dispatch from 
Ulan Bator, capital of Outer 
Mongolia, said the quake reg- 
istered a force of 7 on a scale 
of 12 at its center, identified 
as the Ikhe Bogdo peak in the 
Altai mountain range. The 
peak is about 700 miles south- 
west of Ulan Bator. This is 
close to the region where Outer 
Mongolia, Sinkiang and the 
Soviet Union have common 
borders. Outer Morolia has 
an estimated population of 
740,000. 

A number of populated areas 
have been turned into first aid 
centers and a search for miss- 
ing persons is continuing, Tass 
reported. It said planes, trucks 
and automobiles filled with 
food, medical supplies and doc- 
tors were sent from Ulan Bator.

The subway trains are run- 
ning about 70 per cent of nor- 
mal with the aid of some non- 
striking motormen, newly 
trained workers and supervi- 
sory personnel. 

A bus strike deadline set for 
tomorrow has been extended 
to Jan. 1. 

Hidden Microphone. 

Early today an MBA officer 
found a hidden microphone in 
the union's office. Frank Ze- 
lano, executive secretary and 
acting union head, immediately 
called telephone company 
workers and police, who start- 
ed an investigation. 

Zelano found the microphone 
—taped to the under side of a 
radiator—after telling a re-| 
porter he feared there was a 
spy in the MBA ranks. 

After discovering the device, 
Zelano sajd, “I am _ stunned 
that any organization would 
stoop to this sort of under- 
handed labor spying. In doing 
this they have served our 
cause.” He did not elaborate. 

Meanwhile, the embattled 
MBA says it has appealed to 
Gov. Averell Harriman to in- 
tervene and bring about a set- 
tlement. 
Signs of Dissension. 

Signs of union dissension ap- 
peared yesterday following a 
meeting between Mayor Robert | 
F. Wagner and MBA attorney 
Louis Waldman. 

Wagner turned down the six- 
point union formula for ending 
the strike, saying he would not 
discuss strike issues until the 
motormen go back to work. 

Later, Moss K. Schenck, an
